symbol of our country for people throughout the world. She is, in fact, 
so familiar a figure that perhaps many of us never stop to think about 
the precise details and history of her unique presence. 


SHE COMES FROM FRANCE. The statue commemorates the alli- 


ance of France and the United States during the American Revolution, 
and is a pledge of abiding friendship. The French people raised the 
entire cost of the statue by popular subscription. The model for the 
statue was the mother of Augtiste Bartholdi, the sculptor. 


SHE WEARS GREEN MAKEUP and she's never had a bath. She is 


made from sheets of hammered copper supported on a steel frame. The 
exterior is never cleaned, since that would remove its patina, a protec- 
tive verdigris resulting from oxidation. Cleaning would soon wear out 
the sheeting which is only about as thick as a silver dollar. 


THERE IS ABSOLUTELY NOTHING WRONG WITH HER 


RIGHT ARM. The legend that it had been weakened by an explosion 
in Jersey in 1916 gave officials a welcome excuse to close the arm to 
visitors. The balcony round the torch can only hold ten people at a time, 
resulting in severe traffic problems. 


SHE STANDS IN NEW YORK. Both New York and New Jersey 


share the waters around the island, but after much argument a pact be- 
tween the two states was agreed on in 1833. New York policemen pro- 
tect the island and the island's residents pay New York taxes. 


HER ISLAND IS INHABITED. At present the island has a popula- 


tion of 21 persons, who make up the four families of the statue's staff 
members. 


SHE FACES BROOKLYN. In spite of what Brooklyn people might 


claim, the positioning of the statue was probably determined by the 
shape of its base. The statue stands on the remains of old Fort Wood, 
which forms an 11-point star. For the sake of .symmetry the statue faces 
the most prominent point. 


SHE'S OPEN EVERY DAY OF THE YEAR. Fog is the only thing 


which can prevent ferry sailings and keep v isitors away. The lady has 
been unable to play hostess on only one occasion in the last 20 years.

Hollywood splints and are pri- 
marily used to cover up dis- 
colored or crooked teeth, or 
those which look unbeautiful 
in the eye of the movie or TV 
camera. After all. you might 
even get turned off seeing 
Gina Lollobrigida posing in a 
Rudi Gernreich swimsuit if 
she flashed crooked, brown 
teeth when she smiled at you. 


Hollywood splints are wafer- 


thin, hard plastic veneers that 
fit over the natural teeth, 
tinted and shaped to give any 
desired 
look. They are at- 


tached in a variety of ways 
but strength and function and 
permanence are not their ba- 
sic virtues. They are for show 
—for cosmetic effect. You'd 
better slip them out before 
biting into a club sandwich. 


This type of splint probably 


originated with the "terror" 
teeth 
that 
were made for 


movie freaks, such as King 
Kong. Terror tooth are also 
veneers which fit over natural 
teeth. They are usoJ to en- 
large the eye teeth and mis- 
shape the front teeth to make 
them as hideous as possible. 


Freak 
teeth 
are 
usually 


bulky, but within prescribed 
limits; not too long or too 
crooked because that would 


can be capped in this way, up- 
pers and lowers.

Today's hand was played in 


an important team match. At 
one table North and South 
were content to play in three 
diamonds with South making 
four odd. At the other table 
South reached five diamonds. 
The contract is reasonable 
because it appears to depend 
on a spade finesse. As you 
can see, the spade finesse 
does not work, yet Australian 
expert Tim Seres managed to 
make the contract in spite of 
the unfortunate position of the 
spade king. 


The defense opened with 


three rounds of hearts. Tim 
ruffed the third heart high 
and noted that West discarded 
the eight of spades. 


Tim might have played this 


for a false signal but he de- 
cided that West was an honest, 
straightforward player and 
would be telling the truth. 


Then Tim proceeded to 


make his contract. It wasn't 
really too difficult if Tim was 
willing to risk a set of several 
tricks. 


He simply ran off all his 


trumps while discarding down 
to a small spade and the ace, 
queen and jack of clubs in 
dummy. Meanwhile, back at 
the ranch, poor West was 
having considerable trouble 
with his discards. He could 
only keep four cards. If he 
held two spades, he could 
only hold two clubs, if he held 
three clubs he would have to 
unguard his king of spades. 
Actually, he unguarded the 
king of spades, whereupon 
Tim cashed three spade tricks 
and did not need the club fi- 
nesse. On the other hand, had 
West kept his spade guard, 
Tim would have taken the 
club finesse and made three 
club tricks. 


Of course, if £ast had held 


the club king there would 
have been no squeeze and no 
story, and if West had re- 
strained his impulse to signal. 
the chances are that Tiro 
would have tried the spade 
finesse and gone down one.

the 19G6 season, coupling last 
night's victory with the 13-0 score 
over Camden Lincoln a week ago. 
Beating Nashville, especially on 
the Scrappers' Homecoming, was 
a real achievement for the Bob- 
cats being Hope's first win over 
the Scrappers since 1964. 


With a strong westerly making

Nashville took 
the opening kickoff against the 
wind, and two punts later gave 
Hope the ball on its own 39 
with barely seven minutes gone 
by.

Nashville started their only bona 
fide drive, which carried just 
short of the Bobcat 40. They 
only had held the ball for two 
minutes of playing time, and 
here Scrapper QB Tommy De- 
Black suffered his only inter- 
ception of the night.

Year" trophies, you can for- 
get about all that State U- 
ism mataz. 


Cool, crimson, blase Har- 


vard—which r e c e n t l y has 
produced 
more 
presidents 


than All-Americans. Big 


bands? Baloney. The 
school's musicians skip and 
bunny hop onto the field at 
halftime, form the letters, 
"LORD," and subsequently 
play, "For He's a Jolly Good 
Fellow." 


Little wonder then that 


Victor E. Gatto Jr., at 5-foot- 
6, sort of fits in. Much like 
the H a r v a r d band that 
mocks big-time ensembles 
and their dancing darlings, 
Gatto is a stark contrast to 
big, 
long-legged halfbacks 


that mark today's college 
game. 


Make no mistake, how- 


ever, Vic Gatto is ho sham. 
At 185 pounds with muscles 
that bulge like Jackie Glea- 
son's belly, Gatto is as solid 
as H a r v a r d's 248-year-old 
Massachusetts 
Hall, and 


considerably faster. 


To date, the 21-year-old 


senior halfback has gained 
more than 2,000 yards, 
scored more than 112 points 
and has pointed Harvard to- 
ward what looms as its first

"Vic is 'Mr. Everything' 


to our offense and I wouldn t 
trade him for anyone in the 
Ivy League," says Yovicsin. 
"He's a strong, clever run- 
.ner with fine balance and 
when he gets in a broken 
field, he's very elusive." 


Built 
like a miniature 


weightlifter, Gatto runs the 
40-yard dash in 4.6 seconds— 
only two-tenths of a second 
slower than Dallas flanker 
Bob Hayes. 


"My speed is all concen- 


trated right there," Gatto 
points out. "I get a good 
start and I don't pick my 
feet up, like Jim Brown 
preached. I keep close to the 
ground." 


Other players have com- 


plained about Gatto's lack of 
legs. "You aim for the guy's 
legs and wind up bouncing 
off 
his shoulder pad," 
a 


Pennsylvania tackle said re- 
cently. "I thought I was go- 
ing blind." 


Gatto, however, says other 


players have reported the 
same problem. 


"Running-wise," he says, 


"my height's an advantage. 
I've got a low center of grav- 
ity and people just have 
trouble getting to my legs." 


There are other aspects of 


being 5-6, however, that are 
not to Gatto's advantage. 


"When you're small, 


there's a tendency to be 
overlooked," he says, "but I 
think I'm as good as some 
of these other backs around 
the country." 


The son of a H a r v a r d 


g r a d u a t e , 
a 
Needham, 


Mass., real estate and insur- 
ance man, Gatto says he 
comes by his size and build 
naturally. 


"I've 
n e v e r 
l i f t e d 


weights," Gatto says. "It 
(his 
build) is more heredi- 


tary than anything else. My 
father, who is 5-4, is made 
just like me and the only 
thing he did in college was 
box." 


At Harvard, Gatto is cap- 


tain of the football team and 
president of the school's var- 
sity club. 


"I'm 
very proud to be 


captain here," he said. "It's 
really a lot different than 
most places, I imagine. It 
involves being captain of a 
lot of guys who have been 
captains all their lives. One 
year we had more than 40 
high school captains on the 
freshman team." 


Vic doesn't talk about pro- 


fessional football after col- 
lege. He talks about teaching 
and coaching, fairly rare oc- 
cupations for Harvard grad- 
uates. 


"It doesn't pay that 


much," he says, smiling, 
"but I can take a little sacri- 
fice monetarily and send my 
wife to work." Gatto, who 
will be married when the 
season ends, spends his sum- 
mers working with under; 
privileged children.

UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa.—(NBA)— In the foothills of the 


Allegheny Mountains reclines a tiny town with a mammoth 
university. University Park has been described as "equl* 
distant from nowhere." The school, Penn State, sprawls 
over the town and has an enrollment of over 24,000. One 
of those students is an Ail-American football player named 
Ted Kwatick. 


In some cases, Kwalick is better known in places like 


Honolulu and Quebec than in University Park. He gets fan 
mail from all over the country as well as outside the con- 
tinental borders. 


And UCLA coach Tommy Prothro said, "He Is better at 


his position than anyone I've seen play at any position. I've 
seen halfbacks closer to 0. J. Simpson than other tight cads 
closer to Kwalick." 


A Penn State coed, bright-eyed and pony-tailed, said, 


when asked her opinion of Kwalidk, "Never had them. But 
I do like kreplach." (Kreplach is what Russians put In 
soup.) 


When Thaddeus John Kwalick Jr., senior in the school of 


physical education, strolls around campus, he is not a 
totally anonymous figure. He is bigger than most students, 
6-4, 225 pounds. He also has the clean, rugged features and 
neatly-trimmed hair of a campus hero (other than at 
Columbia and Berkeley) and wears the brown-rimmed 
glasses—to correct near-sightedness—of a campus scholar. 


Despite a growing sophistication about the role of a 


nationally ranked football team at an institution such as 
Penn State, and about athletes like Ted Kwalick, there is 
still more than a glimmer of tribute paid by students.

Kwalick entered the Lion's Den, the cafeteria in the stu- 


dent union. A friend, stockingless feet in loafers, waved 
from a table. Kwalick pulled one extraordinarily big hand 
out of the pocket of his blue-and-white letter jacket and 
waved back. 


"Hi Ted, how're classes goin1?" 
"Don't know," replied Kwalick, smiling, "haven't been 


to many." 


The fellow laughed as Kwalick needled himself and the 


stereotype of the football player. Kwalick glanced at his 
wrist watch; he still had 20 minutes before his next class. 


"Actually," Kwalick said to a companion, "I don't like 


going to class during the season. It's a drag. Practice Is 
so tiring, and sleeping late Is so nice. But you've got to go. 
I guess football players used to have it made. Not any 
more." 


In a hallway alongside the cafeteria, a table was set up 


to enlist students to support the football team by buying 
buttons which read, "We're No. 1." Another with a red 
heart in the middle was lettered: "I'm in love with Penn 
State." 


A fellow with a beard and a coed with long, straight 


blond hair were selling the buttons. 


"You're Ted Kwalick. Great game Saturday. You don't 


know me. I'm Steve," the fellow said, extending a right 
hand. "Gee, you really do have big hands."

The girl introduced herself as Kathy. "Ted, I thought 


you were wonderful at the pep rally," she said. "Especially 
that thing you said about when Army plays us they'll think 
Vietnam was a picnic. Say, Ted, do you think pep rallies 
are silly?" 


"No," said Kwalick carefully. "I love 'em." 
As Kwalick walked through the building and then into

M. Nixon disclaims any effort to 
make himself "co-President" 
with jurisdiction over foreign 
policy in advance of his inaugu- 
ration—but he still maintains 
that to be valid, any long-term 
commitments abroad need his 
approval.
